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Irish Curate-Archbishops 


The Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, it has been 
recalled, passed directly from a curacy to 
the episcopate. Such rapid elevation is 
not, however, as unusual as would 
appear to be implied, nor is it even rare 
in Ireland. An even: more notable in- 
stance than that of the late Archbishop 
was the appointment in 1886 of Father 
Fdward Thomas O'Dwyer, then Curate at 
St. Michael's in that city, as Bishop of 
Limerick. 

‘The Pope has staggered humanity,“ 
declared an irrepressible Irish M.P., 
nnd O’ Dwyer will do the rest!“ 

The latter prediction was completely 
fulfilled by Bishop O'Dwyer during the 
thirty years of stirring political incident 
through which he ruled. 

The last instance of the direct appoint- 
ment of a curate to the Archbishopric of 
Dublin was that of Father John 
Carpenter, who succeeded Archbishop 
Fitzsimmons in 1770. This remarkable 
ecclesiastic was the son of a Dublin tailor, 
and soon after ordination was permitted 
by his superiors to engage with Lord 
Taafe in an outspoken campaign, the first 
of its kind, for the redress of Catholic 
disabilities. The endeavour, however un- 
successful, left him with the distinction 
of being the first Irish Catholic priest 
associated with a definite move towards 
Emancipation. His popularity as a curate 
at the Metropolitan Church in Liffey 
street was akin to that of Dr. Byrne, more 
than a century later, at the Pro-Cathedral. 

His next successor but one, Archbishop 
Daniel Murray, was also raised to the 
episcopate from a curacy at St. Mary’s, 
Liffey street. Canon John Linegar, one 
of the most distinguished Penal Age Arch- 
bishops, was Administrator at St. Mary’s 
when he was appointed in the middle of 
the eighteenth century.

Mr. Jack Jones, M.P., is retiring from 
the House of Commons after twenty-two 
years in that assembly.

In the House of Commons he was liked 
by all parties, and during one all-night 
sitting he entertained his weary colleagaes 
with a song in the division lobby. 

Jack Jones represented the Labour 
Party interest. Not long ago Major 
Patrick Malone, ex-Lord Mayor of Totten- 
ham and ex-M.P. for that constituency, 
died after many years in the forefront of 
public life. Major Malone hailed from 
Clifden, Co. Galway, and was à leading 
light of the Conservative Party in his 
area. ,

Te British Commonwealth 


The approaching visit to Europe of Mr. 
Sumner Welles, Under-Secretary of State 
in the United States Government, has 
given rise already to inspired speculation 
in the newspapers on this side of the 
Atlantic regarding the belligerents’ peace 
terms. According to well-informed reports 
from Germany, Herr Hitler has interesting 
designs on the British Commonwealth. He 
wants nothing for Germany ; but will insist 
that Gibraltar, Malta, Singapore and 
Hong Kong shall be abandoned by their 
British garrisons, in order that Great 
Britain shall cease to dominate the world’s 
shipping, and that India, South Africa 
and Treland shal! become independent | to 
Republics. Dr. Goebbels and his propa- 
ganda officials seem to have ignored the 
fact that, under the terms of the Statute 
of Westminster, both Ireland and the 
Union of South Africa are completely free 
to declare independent Republics whenever 
they may choose to break away from their 
sister States. Ireland has chosen to 
remain neutral in the present war, being 
wholly mistress of her own destinies. 
South Africa, on the other hand, by a 
majority vote of the Union Parliament, 
has thrown in her lot with Great Britain 
and France. In both these cases there has 
been no pressure of any kind from Great 
Britain. Ireland and: South Africa enjoy 


Hertzog is able to stand up in the South 
African Parliament nearly six months 
after the declaration of war, and attack 
the Government’s policy openly, is the 
best answer to those who suggest that the 
British Dominions are groaning under the 
heel of a ruthless tyranny. The British 
Commonwealth of Nations is a remarkable 
institution. When the present war broke 
out there was a widespread feeling not 
alone in Germany, but throughout the 
world, that the several Dominions had no 
intention to involve themselves in Great 
Britain’s quarrels. The same feeling was 
abroad in 1914; but the Dominions gavo 
their answer at Gallipoli, at Vimy Ridge, 
at Delville Wood, and on many another 
death-scarred battlefield. This time, 
entirely of their own free will and accord, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa have entered the war on 
Great Britain’s side. Canadian troops, 
described as the finest soldiers in the 
world, have been in England for some 
months past. They are the forerunners 


and are living witnesses to the. vital 
strength of the bonds that exist between 
Great Britain and her danghter-States 
beyond the seas. 
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and France have failed, and, if

The Mount Street Club _ 


Probably the most constructive and the 
most courageous institution in this 
country at the present time, or, indeed, for 
many & long year: past, is the Mount 
Street Club. In its unique way it has 
been tackling effectively the mighty 
problems of unemployment: working 
successfully with limited funds and almost 
insignificant premises to defend workless 
men against the greatest social evil in the 
modern world. In its limited way it has 
succeeded, despite the fact that Govern- 
ments and nations have had to admit 
defeat. One of the worst effects of 
unemployment is the spiritual harm which 
it causes, the false sense of failure which 
it engenders, after months and years of 
hopeless searching after work, in the 
average man’s mind; and it. was to main- 
tain or to restore that essential self-respect, 
more even than to provide him with some 
form of livelihood, that the Mount Street 
Club . first came into being. People 
nowadays do not starve. They are not 
allowed to starve. There are enough 
charitable and other institutions in this 
and any European country to provide at 
any rate the bare necessities: of food and 
clothing for those in need, and if their 
funds are not sufficient the public 
authorities will intervene always to relieve 
cases of destitution, Yet charity is & 
hateful thing to the proud man, a form of 
slavery into which most men will sell 
themselves only when all else has failed 
and their children are hungry. 12 55 
this fact, the Mount Street Club 
premises where men of virtually every 
trade could come and work.

It is possibly the most 
deserving institution that we have in this 
country, and may we urge readers to 
further its admirable objects by giving as 
generously as possible to its funds? More 
need not be said, we think, than that the 
Mount Street Club is urgently in need of 
money. 


Art in Ireland 


Father Myles Ronan’s unsparing com-

History Repeats Itself. 


Exactly one hundred years ago contro- 
versy was raging on the subject of the 
Irish Municipal Corporations. Needless 
to say, it was not the electors who discussed 
the question. They were not consulted, and, 
even if they had been consulted, they 
would have shown complete ignorance of 
the corruption and inefficiency of the Cor- 
porations; for the jackals did not hunt 
by daylight. The scene in those days was 
set at Westminster, with Dan O'Connell, 
Whig Lord John Russell, and Tory Sir 
Robert Peel in the premier réles, with the 
Irishman holding the balance of pdwer 
between the two parties. Actually he was 
supporting the Whigs, on condition that 
they should further his plans for Ireland, 
of which municipal reform was one. As 
early as 1835 a bill was introduced into 
Parliament. That it was not passed, even 
in an utterly mutilated form, until six 
years: later was due less to the age-old 
dilatoriness of politicians than to the 
immovable House of Lords. Like all bills, 
it was opposed partly for financial, partly 
for merely factious, motives, Many of 
the Opposition had lucrative connections 
with the corrupt Corporations: Peel once 
had bought a picture of himself, and 
persuaded the Dublin Council to vote it te 
him as a reward for services rendered.“ 
On the other hand, he had no wish to injure 
his growing reputation by supporting such 
a palpably evil institution, so faction 
made him change his ground and attack 
the bill from another angle. He said that 
the Corporations were so mismanaged that 
they should be swept away completely, and 
managers—commissioners appointed by the 


Government —put in their place. This was, 


in fact, the outcome in all but a handful 
of cities, despite the fact that Peel, when 
it came to the point, turned right about 
and a ed his own managerial idea as 
* nugatory. Perhaps, the most 
illuminating aspect of the whole sordid 
business was O’Connell’s attitude; it was 
this failure to secure democratically- 
elected Corporations that finally decided 
him to give up Working for either party 
and unfurl the flag of ‘Repeal the 
Union.”

Now, although these counter- 
attacks are stated to have been successful, 
and although such operati 2 are an 
essential part of the strategical scheme for 
which these fortifications are planned, the 
2 for their use marks a phase in 
mi ting at which it ceases to be 
al for the defence to avoid casual- 
ties on a scale comparable with that of the 
attack. Hitherto the Russian losses have 
been estimated by sober military critics 
at as much as fifty times those of the 
Finns.

Posts for Women

Coal Shortage 


The shortage of coal, which still 
continues, in towns could be greatly alle- 
viated if larger wagons were used by tho 
railway companies and the collieries. Some 
years ago there was a great demand for 
the provision of larger wagons on the 
railways, but it did not result in much, 


though some of the companies provided a 


few wagons of 20 tons’ capacity or over 
instead of the usual 10-ton generally in 
use. Railway-owned freight wagons 
number 646,000, and of these only 45.000 
are of 20 tons capacity or over. Privatelv- 
owned wagons number between 500,000 
and 600,000. and of these not one-tenth 
are of the greater capacity. The L. M. S. 
Railway leads the way in the construction 
of bigger wagons, and to supply their own 
electric stations use many wagons which 
can carry 50 tons. In view of the 
demands made by the Government it is 
unlikely that anything can be done to 
secure larger wagons to carry coal,

To Make Potato Flour 


With a view to reintroducing potato 
flour the Ministry of Food is planning 
to build six big factories in different parts 
of the country for the production of largo 
quantities. Potato flour has not been used 
for cookery since the last war, but a great 
deal has been used for animal foodstuffe. 
A well-known authority said to-day that 
potato flour is composed almost entirely 
of starch, which has good energy valuc, 
but it should not be used in excess. 
Vegetarians are in favouy of it, and the 
Secretary of the’ Vegetarian Society said 
to-day that, if the atoes can be con- 
verted into flour without losing the valu- 
able salts and — which lie just 


under the skin, they would make a useful 


addition to war diet. Potatoes are a better 
form of starch than sugar, which, if taken 
in excess, has been found to increase 
catarrhal complaints. 


French Money Exports 


At the Bank of England sterling is no 
longer given for French notes suspectcil 
to have come from abroad, but this is 
only a new phase in the co-operation 
between Britain and France. The decision 
follows a discovery of large sales of French 
notes, causing loss to the French Exchange 
Fund. Certain foreign interests in Fran: 0 
have been turning their available resoure 
into notes, and these they have sold ta 
agents in neutral countries at a rate 
equivalent to 200 to the S. The neut- 
agents in almost every case have 
— despatched the notes to this 
country, where until now the banks have 
been ready to take them at the official 
rate of 176 to the £. The notes, in due 
course, get back to the French Treasury, 
which reimburses the British bank at the 
official rate. France, in these transac- 
tions, is the only loser, and it is to put an 
end to these transactions that the Ban 
of England refuses to take notes which 
cannot be proved to have been in British 
ownership for some time.

international law. 

“The German Government holds the 
view that regulations of international law 
can be adapted to changing international 
conditions and to new conditions which 
may arise. However, the German Govern- 
ment must draw attention to the fact that 
in the waters where the establishment of 
a security zone is contemplated only those 
regulations of international law. valid. up 
till now have been in operation up to the 

resent. German warships have meticu- 
ously observed these regulations in all 
their operations. 


NO AUTHORITY 


For this reason the German Govern- 
ment cannot consider as justified the 
protest lodged by the American Govern- 
ments on December 24th against the atti- 
tude adopted by German warships. Nor 
can the German Government recognise that 
the American Governments have authority 
to take unilateral measures which «re not 
in accordance with the stipulations of 
international law, and which are being 
contemplated by the American Govern- 
ments against vessels which have taken 
war measures in the waters of the planned 
security zone. . 

‘*3—An examination of the problem 
relating to the plan of a security. zone 
makes it clear from the beginning that 
Germany’s position is different from that 
of the other belligerent Powers. While 
Germany has never had territorial aspira- 
tions in the American Continent, Creat 
Britain and France have possessions on 
islands adjoining it, and have established 
important bases thereon. This exception 
from the Monroe Doctrine in favour of 
Britain and France seriously calls into 
question from the very beginning, and on 
principle, the effect of the security zone 
as desired by the American Governments.

CHARGED

£5,000 INVOLVED IN 
FRAUD CASE

One of two solicitors accused of fraudu- 
lent conversion of clients’ money was stated 
at Weston-Super-Mare yesterday to have lost 
all-his money, as well as £7 000 belonging to 
his wife. 

Captain George Howard Picton Davies 
(45), and Joseph Rowland Bradley (5), me 

— * partners in the firm of Baker and 
Weston-Super- Mare, were committed for S0 
at Winchester Assizes. 

EC sa were five joint ee involving 
£3,758, and Bradley faced three separate 
charges involving £1,930. 

They. pleaded not guilty and bail was 
allowed. 

Mr. Norman Skelhorn, for Davies, said 
that the prosecution left in the greatest 
doubt whether there was a conversion by 
Davies at all, and the evidence showed that 
there was an absence of fraudulent intent on 
his part. Davies had done everything pos- 
sible, once his suspicions were aroused by 
rumours, to have the position of the firm 
fully investigated, had called in independent 
auditors, and, finding there was a capital 
deficiency, cashed his own securities and put 
the money into the firm. 

After issuing a writ against his partner, 
he asked for a full inquiry into the matter, 
and the appointment of a receiver. 

Mr. Skelhorh submitted that these were 
the actions of an honest man, and not those 
of a fraud and a swindler as the prosecution 
alleged. 

Davies, ás added, had lost the whole of his 
estate in the crash, ‘and also £7,000 belonging 
to bis wife. He might dave been f ish, 
negligent, stupid, and 2 ht have committed 
the crimina offence ” trusting his part- 
ner, but he had not — fraudulently.

Time Running Short 


We have vow entered the third week in 
February, with only six weeks and days 
to go until the date ‘fixed for the Lineoin- 
shire Handicap, so there is none too much 
time in which to get horses reasonably fit. 
It is not as if horses had been in good steady 
work in the middle of - “winter, and would 


sto e; they have not. 
lactieally Nine the middle of December, 

or roughly two months; horses have been 
almost idle, and completely idle in the last 
four or five weeks. 
Even spare fields are not eo much available 
as they have been. The part of Crockford's 
farm at Newmarket, where Jack Jarvis used 
to set about the horses he wanted for Lincoln 


at the behest of the Government in order to 
increase agricultural production. I know of 
other bits of “spare ground that trainers 
used to use before their horses could go on 
their proper gallops that have been put to 
the same utilitarian purposes.
